Black  History  Month 

Diversity  Strengthens  All 


Every  February  students,  faculty,  and 
staff  come  together  to  strengthen  and 
stretch  themselves  in  ways  they  never 

thought  imaginable.  We  pump  up  not  in 
the  gym.  but  in  the  classrooms,  cafeteria, 
and  residence  halls  where  Black  History 
Month  programming  takes  place. 
February  is  Black  History  Month  and  the 
Office  of  Student  Programs  and 
Leadership  Development  puts  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  energy  into  developing 
a  diversity  education  workout  program 
for  the  entire  campus  community.  When 
asked  why  diversity  issues  are  given  so

Circle  K 

Making  the  world 
a  Better  Place 


Circle  K  is  an  international  service 
organization  that  was  founded  in 
1955.  The  Lycoming  Club  was 
chartered  in  1980.  Circle  K  is  open 
to  anyone  on  campus,  but  members 
are  encouraged  to  pay  the  $20 
membership  fee  in  order  to  be 
allowed  to  participate  at  the  district 
and  international  level. 

It  is  a  tradition  for  the  club  to 
sponsor  the  Bloodmobile  on 
campus  every  semester.  This  year, 
one  was  held  in  the  fall  and  one  in 
the  spring  semester.  The  Circle  K 
Club  is  responsible  for  advertising 
the  Bloodmobile  and  helping  to  set- 
up and  tear-down.  Members  also 
volunteer  to  act  as  escorts  during 
the  Bloodmobile,  walking  donors 
to  the  refreshment  table  after  they 
have  donated  and  carrying  the  bags 
of  blood  from  the  donor  area  to  the 
table  where  it  is  labeled  and  stored. 


This  year  the  Red  Cross  collected 
1 30  pints  of  blood  in  the  fall  and  94 
in  the  spring,  for  a  total  of  224  pints. 
Blood  is  in  short  supply  right  now. 
and  bloodmobiles  such  as  ours  are 
very  important. 

Circle  K  also  does  projects  such 
as  holding  craft  activities  for  kids  at 
the  local  library,  walking  in  the 
CROP  walk,  and  volunteering  at 
local  shelters.  They  held  dances, 
parties,  and  lock-ins  and  used  the 
money  for  charity.  They  recently 
had  a  dance  and  are  using  the 
proceeds  to  buy  Christmas  presents 
for  the  kids  at  Geisinger,  and  the 
children  will  recieve  the  toys  then. 
Last  spring  they  had  a  lock-in  and 
donated  the  money  to  the  AIDS 
Resource  Alliance.  They  hope  to  do 
the  same  thing  again  this  spring. 
Circle  K  is  an  opportunity  to 
develop  leadership  skills,  meet 
students  from  other  colleges,  and 
help  make  the  world  a  better  place.

The  ancient  art  of  self-defense 

Karate  as  a  martial  art  was  cultivated  in  Okinawa  under  the  reign  of  King  Shohashi  and  300  years  later 

became  very  important  as  a  means  of  unarmed  self  defense  since  weapons  were  forbidden  by  the  Japanese 

government.  Eventually,  it  later  developed  into  Karate.  Introduced  in  1922,  by  the  President  of  the 

Okinawan  athletic  association,  Gichin  Funakoshi  introduced  the  art  to  mainland  Japan. 

Master  Funakoshi  believed  what  separated  Karate  from  the  rest  of  the  martial  arts  was  the  emphasis  on  the 

spiritual  aspects;  courage,  courtesy,  integrity,  humility,  and  self-control. 

The  Lycoming  College  Shotokan  Karate  Club  carries  on  the  tradition  of  the  founder  of  modem  Karate, 

Gichin  Funakoshi,  by  preserving  the  art  of  Karate-do  in  developing  character  through  the  discipline  of  daily 

training.  As  summed  up  in  his  quote,  "The  ultimate  aim  of  the  art  of  Karate  lies  not  in  victory  of  defeat,  but 

in  the  perfection  of  the  character  of  the  participants".  Shotokan  Karate  is  taught  by  Japanese  Karate 

Association  certified  instructors  and  is  one  of  the  many  college  Shotokan  Karate  clubs  world-wide.

When  asked  why  he  signed  up  for  a  program  that  met  twice  a  month,  required  reading,  journal  entries,  and 
attendance  at  extracurricular  activities,  but  offered  no  credit  toward  graduation.  Freshman  Matt  Bei.sh  said, 
"Because  it  was  fun!"  To  provoke  an  exciting,  interactive  arena  in  which  freshmen  can  learn  more  about  the 
own  personal  leadership  styles  and  opportunities  around  them,  is  the  aim  of  the  Freshman  Leadership 
Education  Advancement  Project,  commonly  known  as  LEAP.  Freshmen  must  apply  to  participate  in  the 
program  which  combines  scholarly  reading  with  experiential  learning  and  self-assimilation.  The  students  are 
expected  to  broaden  their  knowledge  base  by  participating  in  cultural,  social,  physical,  educational,  and 
spiritual  activities  that  are  offered  on  campus  and  in  the  community.  Twice  each  month  students  meet  over 
lunch  and  participate  in  classroom  activities  which  encourage  them  to  question  current  modes  of  thinking.
